EXTRA SESSION OF THE FIFTY-THIRD 
CONGRESS BEGUN TO-DAY. 


SILVER RECOGNIZED AS ONE OF THE 
MONEY METALS, 


The First Democratic Congress Assembled 


. ~ Sam. 


But a Fixed Parity With Gold Cannot 
Be Maintained in This Country Under 
Existing Conditions—The President 


Will Favor the Coinage of Silwer a 
Gubsidiary Coin—Chief Points of the 
Message to Be Delivered To- Morrow. 


Wasninrotor, D. O., Aug. 7.—It ts unlikely 
the President’s message will be sent to Con- 
gress to-day, but unless some hitch should 
occur inthe organization of either House or 
Senate it will probably goin at noon to- 
morrow. Statements as toits length and 
contents are necessarily more or less con- 
jectures. From sources believed to be 
well informed itis learned the message will 
not be more thana colnmn anda half long 
and thatit recommends the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman act. Free-silver Demo- 
crats express themselves as agreeably sur- 
prised at what they understand to be the 
moderate tone of the message. They are in- 
formed that it recommends the wuncon- 
' Gitional repeal of the Sherman act, but that 
it recognizes that silver is one of the money 
metals of this country which must be main- 
tained, and points out that with the present 
attitude of European countries the 
proper ratio bet ween gold and 
silver cannot be maintained by this country 
alone. Therefore it does not favor 
the coinage of silver under present condli- 
tions, except for subsidiary purposes. It ad- 
vances the theory that the European nations 
that are now depressing the price of silver 
can by the suppression of its coinage in this 
country except for subsidiary purposes be 
coerced into an international agreement 
more favorable than we have hereto- 
fore had. It is in favor of silver on a parity 
with gold and stands by the platform of 1892, 
but says that platform cannot be carried out 
for the reason that a fixed parity cannot be 
maintained. 

Prominent leaders of both wingsof the 
Democratic party bave had conyeyed to them 
the impression that these are substantially 
the views the President will express. 

Rourke Cockran of New York and Mr. 
Bynum of Indiana are sald to be the leaders 
of the anti-silver forceson the Democratic 
side of the House. It is stated the djstin- 
guished Tammany orator, at the suggestion 
of Mr. Cleveland himself, has devoted his 
spare time during the summerto the study 
of the question. The day before 
yesterday Mr. Cockran went to Mr. 
Culberson of Texas and Mr. Bland and said 
the anti-silver men were willing to start in 
with the discussion ofthe silver question on 
the second day of the session without refer- 
ring it or waiting for consideration or report 
from any committee. The underlying motive 
of this is said to bea fear on Mr. Cockran’s 
part that Speaker Crisp will give the silver 
mena majority of the Coinage Committee. 
He urged upon the silver leaders that to wait 
for a committee report would delay action; 
that it would be at least two weeks and prob- 
ably three before any committees would be 
announced. 

Mr. Culberson told Mr. Cockran that he 
would not agree to his proposition, that he 
believed the silver men could get their views 
before the country in very much better shape 
if they were embodied in a report of the 
Cotnage Committee, 

Mr. Cockran said he was willing to jump 
into the middle of the discussion at once; 
that he would agree there should de no 
closure, and every man should have his say 
on the subject without Interruption and that 
there should be a vote taken on every propo- 
sition. 

Mr. Bland also was not favorable to this 
proposition at the outset, and at two subse- 
quent consultations Mr. Cockran has had 
with Mr. Culberson, Mr. Bland was unable 
to be present, because of indisposition. 
They are to meet again to-day if possible. 

The intention is that Mr. Cockran shall at 
the first opportunity introduce a Dill to repea! 
the Sherman act outright without any con- 
dition or substitutes. Mr. Culberson will 
also introduce a bill, or some one will 
introduce one which will provide for 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act and will also provide for the 
coinage of silver without charge for mintage 
at the ratio of 16 to 1. The Dill, itis under 
stooa, in its wording, will follow as closely 
gs may be, sec. 7 of the Democratic platform 
of 1692, which favors the coinage ot both 
gold and silver, without discriminating 
against either metal or charge for mintage, 
but the dollar unit of coinage of both metals 
must be of equa! intrinsic and exchangeable 
value or be adjusted through international 
agreement or by such safeguerds as shall in- 
gure the maintenance of the parity of the two 
metals and the eqtal power of every dollar 
at all times in the market and in the pay- 
ment of debts.”’ 

By this means it is thought the Democratic 
opponents of the bill thas framed will be put

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Aug. 7.—At 12:80 
o’clock this morning it was learned that the 
Loulsville & Terre Haute firemen, brakemen,

They are willing, however, to loan the com- 
pany 10 per cent of their wages. The re- 
sult ofthe engineers’ meeting will not be 
known untill later.

A DESPERATE LOT. 
Lima, O., Aug. 7.—A gang of fifty men took 
possession of East-bound passenger train 
No. 8, due here at 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ingonthe Pennsylvania railroad, when the 
train stopped at Delphos,a small station 
west of this city, and would not allow the 
train employes to molest them or put them 
off. They filled the coaches and defitd every- 
one. At the first station out a telegram was 
sent here to the police to meet the train, 
which was done, but only two of the fellows 
were taken, the others breaking through the 
ranks and escaping with eut and bruised 
heads. The men were workmen who were 
thrown out of employment by the recent 
financial troubles in the West, and are on 
their way Eastin search ofwork. They are 
without money and are a desperate lot. 


THE DENVER CHARITY CAMP. 

DENVER, Colo., Aug. 7.—The public charity: 
camp which has been maintained under 
military supervision at Riverfront Park for 
two weeks was not abandoned to-day, as had 
been announced, and about 400 men are still 
being fed and lodged in the militia tents 
The authorities dare not break up the 
camp and turn out — the citya small 
army of hungry men.

Under a Democratie Administration 
Since the Days of Slavery—The Gravest 
Problem That Has Agitated the Public 
Mind for a Third of a Century to Be 
Soived. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 7.—The frst 
Democratic Congress that has assembled 
under a De mocratic administration since the 
ante-belluam days of slavery, met in extra 
session at the National Capitol to-day. The 
occasion was an impressive one, recalling as 
it did the political situation that has not 
existed for over athirdof a century, anda 
deep solemnity was added tothe scene bya 
great appreciation that the problem to be 
met and solved is a graver one than has agi - 
tated the public mind since the political 
forums rang with the discussion of the slay- 
ery question in the dark times of the 60s. An 
intense feeling has surely sprung up over the 
financial question, but the bitterness of the 
situation is relieved by the refiection which 
now seems to be in everyone’s mind, that 
while the silver question may be to some ex- 
tent a sectional one, it is not a political one, 
that parties are divided on it and not by 
it. It has its adherents and its oppo- 
nents in the Democratic and Republican 
ranks alike. All Populists are not for 
free coinage and all Greendackers do not en- 
dorse it as the best solution of the financial 
crisis, Members discussed the situation as 
they assembled in the chamber and seemed 
to derive much gratification from the fact 
that, In any event, partisanship would be 
subverted to calm reasoning in the long days 
of counsel that all feel must follow before 
the question is solved. 

Long vDefore the hour of convening mem- 
bers began to gather in the hall of the House, 
and those who had served in previous ses- 
sions took the seats they occupied in 
their former days of service. One of 
the first to walk down the aisle and take 
his seat on the Republican side was Mr. Bel- 
den of New York. He nodded good-naturedly 
to Mr. Bailey. who came a moment later, but 
the New York capitalist and the Texas fill- 
buster have no convictions in common on 
the silver question. Mr. Funstenof Kansas, 
who survived Populist fury inthe last elec- 
tion, entered erect and justly proud of the 
victory, achieved after one of the hardest 
fought battles in political history. He grasped 
the hand of Mr. Livingston of Georgia as 
warmly as though no impassable chasm gep- 
arated him from the great free-silver man of 
the South. 

Mr. Hopkins of Illinois, who enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the youngest Republican 
member of the Ways and Means Committee, 
smiled as he asked Ouwhwaite if the Democ- 
racy would redeem its pledges and repeal the 
10 per cent tax on State bank issues, and 
when the latter warily replied that it is a 
question that confronts them the Illinoisan 
joined in the laughter that greeted him. 

Aman that looks like Sol Smith Russell 
walked down the Republican side and jostled 
another man who looks as Phil Sheridan did 
before he began to accumulate averdupols. 
The man is Jerry Simpson and has shaved off 
his mustache and the little man is John 
Dalzellof Pennsylvania, who, many of his 
friends think, will be United States Senator. 

Where are the rest of you?“ shouted

As he 
grasped the hand of Bryan of Nebraska, he 
assured the young lieutenant of Chairman 
Bland of free-coinage fame that there is 
nothing in the rumor that he (Springer) is to 
lose the chairmanship of the Ways and Means 
Committee, and then congratulations fol- 
lowed. =. 

A grizzly bearded political veteran finally 
reached his seat on the Republican side after 
shaking hands with ascore of political ad- 
mirers. It was Joe Oannon of Illinois, who 
regains his seatin Congress after two years 
of private life enforced by the cyclone of 90. 
John Allen of Missouri, the only surviving 
private of the Confederate army, crosses 
over to Mr. Cannon and tells a story which 
illustrates that the Illinoisan may become a 
better man after having once passed through 
the cleansing fires of defeat and mortifica.

TERRIBLE TREATMENT OF A PLANTER 
AND HIS FAMILY. 


After Brutelly Beating Him, Assaulting 
His Wife and Stealing a Large Amount 
of Money and Jewels They Filed to the 
Mountains—Their Subsequent Appre - 
hension. 


SAN FRAwWCIsCO, Cal., Aug. 7.—The steamer 
San Jose has arrived from Panama witb ad- 
vices ot & daring attack by 150 bandits upon 
the person and estate of M, Selveria, an 
aged and wealthy planter of San Salvador, 
living about six miles from the Capitol, and 


the summary execution of seventeen of the 
brigands. The outlaws, 100 in number, de- 
scended on Selveria’s plantation about the 
middle of June. They broke into the house, 
brutally treated the planter, assaulted his 
wife and housemaid, terrified several bun. 
dred workmen, secured $26,000 cash and 
various jewels and other booty and escaped 
tothe mounteins. The Government was im- 
mediately notified and sent soldiery after the 
outlaws. By July 15 seventeen had en 
captured and shot and the pursuit was still 
in progress. M. SBelveria and his two 
nephews arrived here on the San Jose.

Ciego, III., Aug. 7.—With a thousand

GOLD IN THE TREASURY 


Rapidly Increasing and Is Now $2,201,- 
395 Above Reserve Limit. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 7.—The gold in 
the Treasury is daily increasing. It is to-day 
$102, 291,895, or $2,291,895 abdve the reserve. 
The net balance of the Treasury, how- 
ever, from the Treasurer’s statement to- 
fay showsa decrease, attributed largely toa 
falling off in customs receipts. This is $15,- 
789.957. The subsidiary silver is $12,698,000. 
So far this month the in 
round figures amount to 
the expenditures to $7,750,000, 
$3,000,000 have been paid on the pension 
These large expenditures 
have reduced the net balances. 
The fact that custom receipts are falling 
off, while it affects the Government reveoue 
from that source has an opposite bearing 
on the general prosperity of the country, as 
it shows less money is being spent abroad for 
imported merchandise.

Notwithstanding the millions or thoa- 
sands of millions of years for which that 
matter has existed, it has perhaps only once 
become so heated, under circamstances 
which we may describe as accidental or 
casual, as to have acquired the ample light - 
dispensing power of a sun. It is possible 
that such periods of light radiating capacity 
should have occurred more than once; they 
may possibly have occurred several times 
throughout the ages of times past. Nor ie it 
likely that the last phenomena of this kind 
dave yet arrived. 

The sun, after the lapse of uncounted 
years, Will lose all its heat and pass into a 
Diack, dark mass. In that formit may en- 
dure for an 0 h so protracted that the 
spell during which it has acted as the lumi- 
nary of our system will appear but a moment 
in comparison with the dark ages which suc- 
ceed the solar splendor. 

Bur we can conceive that the darkness, 
which is the doom of our system, need not 
necessarily be eternal so far as its materials 
are concerned; it may be that again in the 
course of its wanderings through space the 
tide of chance may at length bring the dark 
and tremendous globe so near some other 
orb that another collision should take place 
with appalling vehemence. The solid ma- 
terials will again become transformed intoa 
stupendous glowing nebula, and then, in the 
course of the tedious contraction of this 
nebula, another protracted peried of bril- 
liance will diversify the career of this great 
body and may last long enough for the evolu- 
tion of planets and of whole races of highly- 
organized creatures. The essential point for 
our present consideration must not be mis- 
understood. A little reflection will show 
that any periods of brilliance must be re- 
garded as exceptional periods in the history 
of each body. 


THE TUGS OF LIVERPOOL 


They Are Ocean-Going Vessels of Great 
Power. 


Frem Leisure Hours. 

An American skipper recently expressed 
the opinion that he could always find at 
Liverpool atugthat could pull the timbers 
out of his vessel or tow him home In less time 
than he could sailthere. Thisisa high com- 
pliment, and one which is well deserved, for 
the Liverpool tug fleetis undoubtedly the 
finest in the world. British tugboats by no 


means limit their labors now to home or even 
continental waters. When a steamship 
breaks down a tug has to be sent to tow her 
into port, and the same thing occurs when a 
vessel is disabled by a collision or dismasted 
in a gale. 

Among the recent tows may be mentioned 
that of the Stormcock, which took the sall- 
ing ship Ardencaple of 1,7000 tons from the 
Brazils to a home rt. The same tug has 
also towed the disabled steamship Sobralense 
from Madeira to Liverpool, a distance of 
1,600 miles, in 160hours. The William Joliffe 
towed the steamship Reading, 2,000 tons, 
from Gibraltar to the Isle of Wight in a little 
over five days. The Jane Joliffe towed the 
steamship Marcottis of 8,000 tons from St. 
Vincent to England in the depth of winter, 
her dest day’s run being 155 miles. 

The Sara Jolliffe left Minorca with the 
steamship St. Danats in tow on Feb. 14. 
reached Gibraiter four days later and ar- 
rived at Cardiff’ on the 2th. The voyage 
from England to Minorca’ and back again 
with her tow only occupied twenty Cays. 
Another Liverpool tugboat, the Pathfinder, 
towed the Sindia of tons, from 

mh seventy - one 
while back three 
Dundee, each ound for Car- 
with a vessel in tow. The 
Blazer of Liverpool towed the Balmo- 
ral, of 2,000 tons. The Maulesden, of 1,500 
tons, was towed by the Flying Venture of 
Glasgow, whilea smaller vessel, the Brab- 
lock, was in charge of the Columoia of Lon- 
don. Each vessel left Dundee at the same 
time, and each took the northern way, round 
through the stormy Pentland Firth. The 
first vessel to arrive at Cardiff was the Scotch 
tug, followed two hours later by the Blaser, 
while the Columbia brought up the rear at 
an interval of eighteen hours. Allowing for 
extra weight, the tirst prise in this interest- 
ing race must go to the Liverpool tug, which 
towed by far the larger Vessel.

That alone immediately and 
seriously embarrasses the efforts of the 
Government to maintain our currency at a 
par with gold, that alone menaces us with 
a sudden lapse to a depreciated silver 
standard and a consequent contraction of 
the currency volume by sending nearly 
$700 ,000,000 of gold coin to the melting pot. 

With the purchasing clause repealed, 
confidence in the will and ability of our 
Government to maintain the present par 
of our currency will be re-established and 
the obvious cause for all this hoarding and 
stringency will be removed. Nobody will 
then doubt the ability of the United States 
to maintain $8.85 per capita of silver at 
par when France maintains $17.95 per cap- 
ita of coined legal tender silver at par. 
The country asks Congress to do the one 
thing needful to dispel that doubt—to as. 
sure lenders and depositors that they 
will be paid in dollars of the same pur- 
chasing power as those which they lend or 
deposit—and thus to stop the hoarding 
which locks the wheels of business and 
paralyzes our industries, 

That Congress should do this is con- 
ceded on all sides, and therefore it is al- 
most certain that Congress will doit. The 
silver men who concede that the silver | 
purchase clause is mischievous and should 
give way to a substitute, will have no 
ground to stand on when they vote 
to retain it as a means of extorting a sub- 
stitute of the kind they want. They will 
make themselves responsible for every day 
the country’s misery is protracted by their 
opposition to immediate, unconditional 
repeal, and the question what further ac- 
tion must be taken to fully revive confi- 
dence and business is one that will not be 
disposed of without protracted discussion— 
probably not till a monetary commission 
shall have devised and Congress shall have 
adopted the waysand means of securing 
international concert in establishing and 
maintaining a new bimetallic ratio of free 
coinage. 


* 
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SCARCITY OF OREDIT. 

As there is more money in the country 
than a year ago, the phrase ‘‘scarcity of 
currency” does not correctly describe the 
financial situation, Credit is scarce, and 
consequently the evidences of credit which 
circulate as money are hard to get. Credit 
is another word for confidence in the sta- 
bility and soundness of the business world, 
and whenever this is withdrawn the re- 
sult isa tight money market. The money 
is still among us, but it is held out ot use 
both as a circulating medium and as 1 
basis on which credit may be made to 
serve the same purpose. The principal 
circulating medium in all commercial na- 
tions is this fund of credit which, if un- 
impaired, insures a healthy prosperity. 

Confidence in America is impaired by the 
uncertainty surrounding its basis, An 
ever-changing measure of value is like a 
foundation of shifting sand. No one will 
build upon it. Values are unsettled be- 
cause no one knows what their measure will 
be in the future, there being no guarantee 
that the present system will continue, if, 
indeed, we can say that we have a system. 
Investors—and the most important of them 
are money-lenders—are unwilling to risk 
the consequences of legal tender laws 
which are not amply protected by guaran- 
tees of stability. The value of money must 
be fixed and calculable before the value of 
other things can be estimated and credit 
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pate an investigation when he spoke so 
rashly. It is evident that Mr. Smith and 
his wife and daughter are an exceedingly 
extravagant family, whose plunging in 
groceries and dry goods the shrewdest 
member of Silver Mine congregation had 
never suspected. Now that Mr. Smith has 
exposed himself there seems to be 
nothing for him to do but to re- 
tire with apologies. If so great a 
man as the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher was 
not too proud to wear the cast-off breeches 
of his benevolent flock, how ridiculous so 
obscure a man as the Rev. F. A. Smith 
must appear when he grumbles to his peo- 
ple about his bread and black- 
berries. A more enterprising and 
less captious man of God than 
Mr. Smith would have gone out of a Sab- 
bath and helped himself to the roasting 
ears of the neighboring fields, and he 
would have found other ways of making 
ends meet after divine service. Possibly 
there is really a silver mine at Silver Mine, 
and Mr. Smith may have argued that his 
congregation had only toapply at the mine 
for what they needed, but he should have 
taken into account the present depression 
in silverand patiently waited for better 
times. | 

It may be that Mr. Smith’s congregation 
will forgive him, as genuine Christians 
are always ready to do in a case of 
erring pastor; but it may be set down as 
very sure that with many so presumptuous 
parsons as Mr. Smith the gospel cannot be 
expected to thrive in Connecticut or in 
frugal communities anywhere. Gorman- 
dizing preachers really must not be en- 
couraged. 
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Mr. Grorae Gobi, who is pretty clear 
headed, thinks that much of the present 
demoralization arises from the hostility to 
corporations. It will be corrected he 
thinks when the people learn that their 
prosperity and that of the great corpora- 
tions go hand in hand,’’ This is true 
enough, but the great corporations will 
have to learn it too. Any policy based 
upon the idea that corporations and people 
are necessarily antagonistic is bound to 
end in great loss to corporate interests, be- 
cause the people will not submit to their 
exactions forever. Mr. Gould sees the 
truth, but only one sideofit. The great 
companies have hitherto considered the 
productive resources of the country as 
theirs by right of financial might and 
have not shared any of their unearned ad- 
vantages with the people. As soon as 
they see the injustice of this and also 
recognize the inutility of injustice they 
will concede the popular claims. Then 
indeed will the prosperity of corporations 
and people go hand in hand.

In the present stringency did the depusitors 
or the banks first show the despisable timid- 
ity? Seems to me that the timid and ignorant 
in trying to take care of themselves are only 
following the example of splendid conserva - 
tism shown by the banks themselves. 

I cannot see that the banks are to be 
praised because in flush times they make 
loans. It does not need a bank always to do 
that. But in hard times like the present, 
then is the time for the banks to shine, 
because they have more inside information 
than any others and are therefore best able 
to judge as to safety. At present they don’t 
and won't make loans, even to custo- 
mers, but are calling in all they possibly can. 
Why, then, should r. M. blame de tors 
for doing the same? it is only a tter of 
degree or amount. P

THE UNEMPLOYED. 


An Army of Men Out of Work iz New 
York and Other Cities. 


New Yors, Aug. 7.~The army of unem- 
ployed gains accessions to its ranks daily in 
the cities of the kast. In New York alone it 
is estimated that almost 100,000 men who 
work at the various trades in ordinary times 
are now idle because there is nothing to do, 

Statistics obtained from fifty-seven trades 
in New York City show that 36,177 men are out 


of employment in these trades alone. These 
figures were obtained from organizations 
which keep track of the conditions of their 
members. They afford a startling illustra- 
tion of the consequences of the money 
stringency and business scare inthe homes 
of the wage-earners of the country. 

A particularly striking lllustration of the 
result of the existing depression is in the 
cutting down of — service by the city 
railroads. The elevated road has reduced its 
schedule list by ‘‘laying off’’ several of its 
morning and evening trains. This is a meas- 
ure of economy, dictated by the fact that the 
patronage of the trains run during ‘‘work- 
ingmen’s hours’’ has fallen off. In good 
seasons tue workingmen, particularly on the 
Third avenue, Second avenue and Ninth ave- 
nue lines, have given enough patronage to 
justify the running of trains at hours suitable 
to their time of going to their gery duties. 
With thousands now unemployed in New 
York this patronage has decreased to such 
extent that the number of trains run during 
‘*workingmen’s hours“ has been reduced. 

A dispatch from Chicago states that fully 
80,000 men are looking for employment 
there. From 2,000 to 4,000 men can be seen 
any day stretched on the aye along the lake 
front. Lincoln Park — ** shelters as many 
more. Fully 10,000 haunt the resorts just out- 
side the Exposition grounds, 

Buffalo claims to have atleast 20,000 idle 
men on her hands. The same conditions pre- 
vall in almost every city in the East, 


KILLED A WOMAM, 


Officer Cooney Hits Cora Shelby With a 
Bullet Intended for Another. 

Cora Shelby, colored, 19 years old, living at 
4183 Kossuth avenue, was shot and killed by 
Mounted Patrolman Cooney of the Sixth Dis- 
trict at 3:30 o’clock yesterday morning at the 
residence of Monro Coker at Florence and &t. 
Louis avenues. Over 150 negroes were hav- 
ing a dance at Coker’s house Saturday night 
and Officers Cooney and O'Connor while rid 
ing by early yesterday morning endeavored 
to quiet the crowd, who had, they 


allege, become drunk and . bolsterous. 
Officer Cooney alleges that the negroes re- 
fused to disperse and he started to call the 
patrol wagon. Several negroes followed him 
and one, he avers, edarevoiver at 
him. Cooney whipped out bis own revolver 
and fired atthe fellow. Cora Shelby threw 
herself in front of the negro and received the 
bullet in the back ofthe head and died al- 
most instantly, Her brother, David Shelby, 
ran forward to where she lay and was ar- 
res ed. The negroes of the neighborhood 
said that Andrew Jackson was the name of 
the man who snapped a revolver at Cooney.

Two unfortunate and terrorized dogs were 
shot full of holes yesterday’ ty the police and 
citizens under the impresstor that they were 
mad. Considering the amount of stone- 
throwing, shouting and chasing that was 
done in each case, the poor dogs were not to 
blame for snapping at some one once in a 
while. 

The first case turned up yesterday forenoon 
when a half-bred, lanky Newfoundland was 
chased into a yard on Caroline street | 
and § snapped at a <Iiittle girl who 
was inthe yard, It was reported that he bit 
a Gog belonging to Joseph Schrader at Ewing 
avenue and LaSalle street, but the dog does 
not seem to be suffering much from the 
effects of his bite, as he is going about his 
business as usual. The same black thin 
Newfoundland was chased north tothe rall- 
road tracks, where he met Private Watch- 
man Peter O’Kay. The dog snapped at the 
watchman, and inflicted a few small 

unctures, which were not considered suf- 

ciently serious to detain him at the Missouri 
Pacific Hospital, where he went to have them 
treated. The dog was finally shot by Officer 
Wm. Kennedy, Who reported him as a mad- 
dog, but could not say so positively. 

Atthe Fifth District Station Capt. Keeble 
said that from all he could learn of the case 
the dog was not suffering from hydrophobia, 
but was simply scared tothe extent that he 
would snap at anybody or anything that 
came along.

Henry Clews Reviews the Features of the

The misfortunes that have befallen the Chicago 
speculators have preved to be a Denefit to the whole 
country.
